Be it enacted, dec., That, in case of 
flagrant violation of the laws of nations 
by outrage upon the flag, soil, or citi- 
zons of the United States, or upon their 
property, under circumstances requir­ 
ing prompt redress, and when, tn the 
opinion of tho President, delay would 
be incompatible with tho honor and 
dignity of the Republic, the President 
is hereby authorized to employ such 
force. as ho may deem necessary to 
prevent tho perpetration of such out­ 
rages, and to obtain just redress and 
satisfaction for the same, when perpe­ 
trated ; nnd it shall be his duty to lay 
the facts of each .case, together with 
the reasons for bis action in the prem­ 
ises, before Congress, at the earliest 
pnicWcnblo raomont, for such further 
action thereon as Congress may direct. 
The measure proposed is one of the 
highest importance, and demanded by 
many good and sufficient reasons.

Tho resolutions approving of ¡ 
the doings of the Convention were ob-, 
jectod to on one ground only, and th a t' 
was, allowing foreigners to vote simply 
on taking out their first papera. One 
of the orators is thus reported : 
“ Mr. President, I is opposed to dem 
'arc resolutions—kase I is as nntib Amer­ 
ican myself, I is : and dat Constitution 
gives to de foreigners do same right as 
de natib born. Dat, sah, I nebber will 
swallah. 
1 is willin’ for the rest to vote 
same as de balance—but de foreigners 
nebber, sah, nebber! I say again, sah, 
I is a natib American, I is ! 
I’s in iavor , 
of Crittenden’s bill, sah.” 
¡ 
The remarks of the native sabio orator 
wore received with uproarious applause, 
but tho reasoning of the speaker was 
swallowed up by that other great con- 
sidcration, that tho Convention had put. 
negroes on an equality, as to the right 
of suffrage and freedom of tho common 
schools, with tho white people ; so the 
resolutions were adopted with great 
enthusiasm. 
It would seem from tliei 
proceedings of that meeting, thut the 
free negroes of Kansas intend to avail 
themselves of the nets and the doctrines 
of the Black Republicans in their favor.

In view of the early ndjouWrtifiBfc I 
desire to call the attention of CongfPM 
to the present condition of the GoFefen- 
ment. 
' 
- 
In my annual report I estimated that 
there would be a balance in the treasury, 
at the end of the presont fiscal year, of 
$420,875 67, whicn would have required . 
a deficiency in oar resources of five miW 
lions of dollars to be provided for— 
that amount !s necessary, at all times, 
to be in the treasury, for its prompt 
and successful operation. This estimalq 
was based upon an expenditure limited 
to tho appropriations then authorized 
by law. Since that timo, the demands 
upon the treasury, for the present fiscal 
year, have been increased by legislation 
to an amount not far below ten millions 
of dollars. 
Another important element 
of that estimate was the probablo re­ 
ceipts from customs and other sources 
during the then threo remaining quar­ 
ters of the fiscal year. 
" 
The actual receipts for that period, it 
is now believed will fall ten millions bo­ 
lo-^ that estimate—attributable to the 
fact that tho trade and buainosa of tho 
country have not recovered as rapidly 
from tho effects of the lato revulsion as 
was then anticipated. 
Owing to these causes the twenty mil­ 
lions loan of treasnry notes, authorized 
by tho net of December 23, 1857, will bo 
oxhausted 111 supplying the deficiencies 
in tho treasury for tho present fiscal 
year. 
* 
' 
Wo shall commence the next fiscal 
yenr dependent entirely upon tho cur­ 
rent receipts into tho treasury to moot 
all demands from it. 
_ 
In reply to a call upon the heads of 
the different departments, I linve rd- 
cpivcdofficial information that thesnrr/oT 
I $37,000,000 will ho probably called for 
, during the first two quarters of tho 


j next fiscal year. 
This sum does not in- 
elude such amounts as may be appro- 
priatod_ by Congress over and above 
1 the estimates submitted to them by tho 
j departments, and I havo no data upon 
I which to estimate for such expendi­ 
tures. 
Upon this point Congress is 
1 hotter able to form a correct opinion 
¡ than I am. 
To meet these expenditures it is not 
prudent to rel^ upon receipts into tho 
treasury, estimated upon tho too rapid 
revival of trade and business. I bo- 
lievo that We may safely calculate u¡>on_ 
receipts, during that period from all 
, sources, of $25,000,000. Looking to 
this state of things, I recommend that 
authority be given to this department 
to_ supply any deficiencies that may 
arise 111 meeting the demands upon tho 
treasnry by an additional loan not ex­ 
ceeding $15,000,000. 
I 
In view of the amount of treasury 


j notes already issuod, I recommend a 
. loan for that amount to be negotiated 
I for a period of not more than ten'ycare, 
1 at a rate of interest not excoeding six 
per centum. 
. 
' 
I have confined this inquiry, to the 
two first quarters of the next fiscal year 
os Congress will re-aesemblo before tho 
close of the second quartos, and it will 
be time enough then, should it become 
necessary, to provido for futqro contin­ 
gencies that cannot now be foreseen. 
I do not recommend any measure for 
increased taxation. It tt ould be unwise 
at this time to attempt a modification 
of tfio tariff act of March 3, 1857, for 
the reasons given in my annual report 
to Congress. Sufficient time lias not 
elapsed to test tho effects of that act • 
upon the revenue, considering tho con­ 
dition of tho country during tho period 
of its operations. In nddition to this 
consideration, neither tho receipts nor 
i tho expenditures of tho Government 


j should be estimated for in the future 
upon tho basis of its present receipts 
; and expenditures. Tho former havo 
been, and still arc, too seriously affected 
, by the late revulsion to justity apolicy 
! of legislation based npon a probablo 
’ continuance of tins state of tilings fof 
! any considerable period of time, 
j 
Tho latter bavo been so greatly in­ 
creased l^’catiRcs of the like temporary 
character as to preclude with equal 
propriety, 1 be poiiev of considering 
them as a basis for estimating future 
expenditures. 
The mast prominent of 
! these temporary causes is the Utah ex- 
j pedition, which, it is hoped, wilt not 
: reach beyond the end of the next fiscal 
year. During tbo period of an ortfr- 
flowing treasury a system oí cxpondi- 
ture was inaugurated in the building of 
: custom houses,postofficos,court houses, 
1 and other public works, which, fortu­ 
nately for the country, has been cbeck- 
cd by the exhausted condition of the 
treasury. 
The time thus given fora 
: more thorough and rigid inquiry into 
, tho necessity and propriety of these cx- 
penditures, it is confidentialy believed, 
I will load to wise and salutary reforms. 
] But retrenchments in other branches of 
, the public service can, and I have no 
I doubt will be effected. Attention should 
1 be directed more to the reduction ot 
¡ expendi taros than to an increase of tax­ 
! ation, to remedy the evils of an excess 
of expenditures over tho means of tho 
1 Government. 
A full treasurj" is an un- 
propitious element in the work of re­ 
trenchment and reform. H measures 
should bo now adopted to provide tho 
troa&ary permanently with a sum oqaal 
to the present demands upon it, it 
might relieve tho Governmént from 
some of its embarrassments, but would 
greatly weaken the effort to restrain 
tho Government to an economical ex­ 
penditure of the pubiio money. 
The revival of business, which can­ 
not be much longer dolaycd, will, I am 
confident, insure from tho present tariff 
a sufficient revenue for the support of 
the Government in ordinary times. - 
Extraordinary expenses, rendered 
necessary by causes equally extraordi­ 
nary, always being of a temporary, char­ 
acter, should be provided for10 * “*te 
temporary manner.

Influence of the Atmosphere. 


The air which for about forty miles 


surrounds our earth has> a definite 
weight; and although we can neither 
see nor feel it, wo arc conscious of its 
presence 6y the momentary operation 
of breathing. The weight of a column 
of air one inch square, and iorty miles 
high, is about fifteen pounds. The 
reason why wo are not crushed down 
by this enormous weight is, because we 
are surrounded on all sides by it, and 
as the pressure of weight is equal all 
around, it becomes, as fur as we are 
personally concerned, insensible. 


That the air does exert a definite 


pressure, in consequence of its weight, 
may be easily proved by any one with 
a tumbler and a sh?ct of paper. Fill a 
tumbler quite full of water, and care- 
fully draw over its top a sheet of clean 
letter paper, and be careful to see that 
there are no bubbles of air in the water; 
place your hand over the paper whilo 
inverting U, and when the glass is 
mouth downwards the water will bo 
kept in, until the paper becomes wet 
through. The air pressing against the 
mouth of the tumbler .is of greater 
weight than the contained water, and 
so until some air can get in, to supply 
the place of the water,, it cannot fall 
out.

Letter from Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 28,1858. 


Dear Compiler.—The Secretary of the 


Navy comes fully up .to his duty in re- 
gard to affairs in the Gulf, as in every 
other Cuse. He has ordered Captain 
Hartstene to the command of the 
steamer Arctic, and Commander John 
liodgers to that of the Water Witch— 
both now fitting out at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard—to proceed to tho Gulf in 
search of the British steamer Styx, and 
to interpose American guns between 
the British cruisers and our merchant- 
men. Other vessels will follow as rap- 
idly as ihey can be got ready for the 
service. The President is determined 
to put a stop to these outrages at once ; 
and if a collision should result, the re- 
sponsibility must rest upon tho British 
government, which gave tho offensive 
orders.
